industey, The board held hearings on
cight-hour  strikes in this city  and
bronght 1o Waoreester men who repre-
sented ndustries working wnder  trade
agreements.  Inono case did the visiting
manufacturers  express  dissatisfaction
with the trade agreement, il in every
imstance the  witness  testlied that he
waould not return 1o the working condi-
tions that existed prior to the adaption
of the collective bargaining plan,

The testimony of these busimess men
wis in strimge contrast to the dedlara-
tion of Worcester captains of industry
who have organized an association for
the avowed purpose of conducting their
plants on the non-union, or so-called
Topen shop™ plan,
